Claim Objections 

1 • Claim 44 is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c), as being of improper dependent 

form for failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. Applicant is 

required to cancel the claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) in proper 

dependent form, or rewrite the claim(s) in independent form. Claim 44 is a duplicate of 
claim 26. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action:

3. Claims 1, 7 and 45 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Machler et al. (USPN 4496416). 

Machler teaches a method of positioning a component (lens) on a substrate by 
providing a liquid material to the substrate at a first position and changing a property of 
the liquid while in a liquid state to move the component to the desired second position 
while in the liquid state (abstract and col 2 lines 7-28). The liquid is an adhesive or 
solder (col 2 lines 47-55) which is solidified by heat curing (col 2 lines 8-22). In a 
soldering process, the liquid would solidify on cooling. The volume of the liquid material 
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changes slightly (abstract, col 6 line 60 - col 7 line 30 and claim 2). See also Machler 
claims 1-4 and 7-10. 



Response to Arguments 

4. Regarding applicant's argument that Machler teaches away from changing a 
property of liquid material, see the abstract and claim 2, which teach a slight change 
volume.

5. Therefore the 102 rejection of claim 1 stands and now includes claims 7 and 45.

6. Claim 2-6, 8-1 8 and 48 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
